ARE UNACCOUNTED FOR. 


About 250 Excise Certificates Issued in 
Excess of Saloon Licenses. 


Several saloon men have made complaint 
that Excise Commissioner Bell has been 
making a vigorous war on the St. Louis and 
other clubs more for the notoriety he gains 
by it than for the actual good accomplished. 
They say, if he paid more attention 
to the unlicensed saloons running in 
the city he would better subserve 


the interests for which his office was created. 
They instance the fact that the Excise Com- 
missioner has issued about 2,850 certificates 
on petitions, for which he has received his 36 
fee in each case, whereas the City Collector’s 
books show that only 1915 full licenses and 180 
fractional licenses have been paid. One 
regular unlicensed saloon does the legitimate 
trade more harm, these un, than a dozen 
clubs. 

It is alleged that there are a number of sa- 
loons which are doing business at present 
simply on these certificates, and while Col. 
Bell has received his fees the city has not re- 
ceived a cent of revenue. 

Col. Bell, when seen this morning, denied 
all this in toto. He said the excess in the 
number of certificates issued over that of the 
number of licenses actually paid does not 
signify anything. 

Parties to whom certificates were issued 
should have taken out licenses,’’ he said. 
Many of them did not and shut up their 
places, others were shut up by the lice. 
Some of them lost their certificates and came 
here for new ones, while others wished to 
change the location of theirsaloons and were 
issued new certificates. If there are any un- 
licensed saloons running in town I don’t 
know it and I want them pointed out.

THE REPEAL BILL. 


Améhdments Which Have Been Tacked 
on Since It Passed the Hcuse. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 11.—Since Aug. 28, 
when the Wilson Dill, repealing the silver 
purchase clause of the Sherman law passed 
the House, many notices of proposed amend- 
ments have been announced in the Senate. 
The Wilson bili repeals so much of the act of 
July, 1890 (the Sherman act), as directs the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion 


per month; it provides that such repeal shall 
not impair or inany manner affect the legal 
tender quality ofthe standard silver dollar 
heretofore coined; and it pledges the faith 
and credit ofthe Unitea States to maintain 
the parity ofthe standard gold and silver 
coins of the United States at their present 
legal ratio or at such other rates as may be 
established by law. 

When the House bill was received by the 
Senate it was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, of which Senator Voorhees is Chair- 
man. It was reported back to the Senate the 
next day (29th) with an amendment in the na- 
ture ofa substitute. This bill Known as the 
Voorhees bill strikes out the whole House bill 
and substitutes for it the following:

Ihe evidence in the case had beeu 
heard and Attorney Flannigan, who repre- 
sented the defense, was making his argument 
when Horner entered the room with a re- 
volver in his hand. As he en- 
tered the door he potated the 
Flannigan and pulled the 
\trigger. Fortunately a bystander noticed 
his action, and as Flannigan fired, knocked 
his hand upwards and the bullet embedded 
itself in the ceiling. 

In an instant ali was confusion. Everyone 
wanted to get out of the room, and was not 
at all particular as to the means of exit. 
Some tumbled pell mell down the stairs, 
while others jumped from the windows or 
filed through adjacent doors. Attorney Flan- 
nigan hastily sought refuge in an ante-room,

THE PREVIOUS TROUBLE. 
Circumstances point to the affair of yester- 
day being the outgrowth of a fight which 
occured in the same place last 
Monday afternoon. August Dittmer, a 
saloon-keeper, was charged with obstructing 


the sidewalk. Dittmer, in his testimony, 
Stated that Police Officer Shubert, who pre- 
ferred the charge, often drank in his 
saloon. No sooner had he spoken the 
words than the officer drew his revolver 
and made for histraducer. He was at once 
seized by Sergt. Bowler and justled into a 
rear room. In a few minutes the Sergeant 
returned and struck Dittmer, who was sit- 
ting passively in a chair, several severe blows 
In the face. At the third blow 
Dittmer attempted to retaliate but was 
seized by several other officers whom Justice 
Haley states knucked him down and kicked 
him, On this occasion a panic also occurred, 
andthe court and most of the spectators 
hastily and unceremoniously adjourned. 
Afterwards the case was continued until 
yesterday afternoon and should have been on 
trialat the time yesterday’s assault occurred. 

Attorney Flannigan also appeared for Ditt- 
mer, and itis thought that Horner believed 
the latter case on trial when he entered the 


room. 

“The evidence which leads tothe suppos!- 
tion that the shooting was premeditated and 
Was an attempt to kill Flannigan arises 
from the fact that Horner purchased 
the revolver but a short time before 
Visiting the. court-room and was also 
heard to make threats with that he was 
4 A to do up, making use of an oath. 
He had the naked weapon in his hand when 
he entered the room and eye witnesses state 
that he leveled it directly at Flannigan. 
That attorney and Justice Haley also state 
that he was about to fire a second shot, when 
he was disarmed. When Flannigan took 
refuge in an adjoining room Horner strug- 
gied with those who were holding him and 
shouted threats against Flannigan’s life. 


HORNER WAS MAKING THREATS. 
Chief of Police Walsh was in his son’s 
saloon beneath the court-room when the 
shooting occurred. Heat once made his way 
upstairs as rapidly as those descending 


would allow him. When he gained 
the room Horner was struggling with 
his captors and still breathing threats 
against Flannigan. The Chief ordered him 
to the station, where the ridiculoug charge of 
discharging firearms in the city limits was 
piaced against him. The Chief explains this 
charge by stating that Flannigan did not ap- | 
pear to prefer a greater charge and he (the 
Chief) ordered the above charge so that Hor- 
ner's friends might dall him 
out. Since the prisoner was released 
within a few minutes of his arrest 
Fiannigan does not appear to have had 
much opportunity to prefer a charge of apy 
kind, Ihe police state that Horner isa well 
Known man and thev will have no difficulty 
In rearresting bim should the occasion arise. 

Horner is the Manager of the Water-works 
company, and is prominent in both social 
political circles across the 
Ver. He recentiy visited the 
World's Fair, and is said to have drank very 
heavily whilethere. Since his return he has 
been keeping up his spree, and his friends 
State that yesterday he was Very drunk. He 
Was not at his residence when a reporter 
called this morning, nor could hé be found at 
any of the down town resorts, where his 
wife said he had gone.

NOTED CRIMINAL CASES. 


— 
Five Murder Trials to Be Reviewed by the 
1 State Supreme Court. 


‘JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 11.— Among the 
important Griminal cases to be passed upon 
by the Supreme Court this week are five for 
murder, Wils Howard’s caseis among the 
first. He was convicted of killing a deaf and 
dumb man in Maries County and has cost the 
State about $8,000 up to date. The other 
cases are Richard Robinson, a negro, who 


killed a German servant girl in Sedalia; Mar- 
tin Ried, a Jackson County negro, who killed 
his wife; Charles Banks, a Sedalia negro, 
who killed another negro; J. A. Young of 
Marion County, charged withthe murder of 
his father. Arather strange case is that of 
Pluck Maloney Of Marion County, who is 
under sentence of ninety-nine years in the 
penitentiary for robbery. He secured 

s a result of the robbery, but 

was the second time he had been con- 
victed of the same oflense. Such a se- 
vere sentence is, however, unpreceden ted 
In addition to these are thirty other crim 
inal cases. There are about 400 civil cases on 
the docket, half of which will de called this 
month and the remainder in January. This 
leaves 886 cases yet on the docket, so in all 
there are about 800 cases to be disposed of. 
The court has deen 82 rapidly of late 
years and will soon be up with its work.

OFFICIAL PARALYSIS. 


, The attitude of the Judicial Department of 
Missouri toward Almon B. Thomson, the 
defaulting cashier of the Provident 
Bank, is a case of official 
paralysis of the most pronounced type. 


In the pigeon-hole of Deputy Sheriff Larry 
Kickham’s desk atthe Four Courts are two 
warrants for Thomson. One accuses him 
of stealing and the other with embez- 
zliing $40,000. The popular belief is that 
Thomson’s father made good the amount, 
but he did not reimburse the depos- 
itors forthe loss of the $125,000 for which 
Almon B. Thomson was primarily respon- 
sible, because his defalcation precipitated the 
failure and the subsequent costly liquida- 
tion. But aside from the reimbursement, 
the outraged sense of justice of the State of 
Missouri has never been satisfied and Almon 
B. Thomson is at large in New York City, 
an object lesson in the immunity of evil- 
doers in high places. 

„Chief, did the Police Department make 
an effort toapprehend Almon B. Thomson at 
the time of his filght from the city?’’ a ro- 
porter asked Maj. Harrigan to-day. 

did not Know that a warrant had ever 
been issued against him until I read a copy

Have you acontingent fund to pay the 
— 2 — of extraditing criminals who have 
fied to other States?’’ 

We have a contingent fund, but not for 
extraditing criminals of Thomson’s caliber. 
The fundis altogether too limited for our 
purposes, and we draw on it only when the 
victims of the felony are too poor to 
pay the rallroad expenses of the State's agent 
and ofthe prisoner. But in the present case 
the interested parties are bank directors, 
who should bear these expenditures, for 
somebody must pay them. 

WHAT FITZGERALD SAYS.

THE ONLY INTERESTED PARTY. 

It is curious to note the use which the 
officials make of the term, ‘‘Interested par- 
tles. The State of Missouri is the only in- 
terested party in the Thomson case, 
yet her officers are inactive and 
indifferent. The machinery of justice has no 
steam to set it in motion. The bank officials 
were Interested parties but for a short time, 
because Almon Thomson, the father 
of the defaulter, eased anxie- 
ties by the payment of $40,000, 
The warrants read: ‘‘State of Missouri vs. 
Almon B. Thomson.“ No mention is made 


of the bank officials, yet the State’s officers 
assume that Missouri and its sense of justice

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LEGISLATION BY ENDURANCE, 

In resorting to the test of physical en- 
durance as the only means of reaching a 
vote on the repeal bill the Senate majority 
is placing the United States Senate in a 
more absurd and illogical position than 
that of helpless impotence in endless, day- 
to-day debate under a ridiculous rule of 
courtesy. 

By adopting this method itis declared 
that Senate legislation is not and cannot 
be determined according to right, logic, 
popular will or national interest, but by 
the wind, bottom, muscbe, constitution and 
physical strength of Senators. That cause 
will win Which is espoused by Senators 
who can do the most talking and do with- 
out sleep the longest. The legislation of 
the. country may depend upon the feeble- 
ness of a few aged Senators. 4 case of 
colic, an aching tooth or a. gouty. foot. may 
result in the wrecking of the country’s 
finances or the oppression of the people by 
outrageouslaws. Business may be plunged 
into the slough of disaster or the nation 
forced into an unjust war by a Senatorial 
twinge of rheumatism or a Senatorial 
spree. A minority of one with lungs and 
throat of brass and copper-riveted consti- 
tution may control legislation. 

The folly of the proceeding is aggravated 
by the fact thatitis nota fair test of en- 
durance. All of the advantage is on the 
side of inaction and the unpopular.minor- 
ity. The responsibility for continuing 
the session and the necessity of enduring 
the strain reston the majority. It must 
provide the continuous quorum and sub- 
ject all of its forces to the task of wearing 
out the opposition singly. The majority 
is like an army in a righteous cause and 
with power to conquer, which yields all 
the advantage to its adversary ande then 
humbly beseeches it to let it conquer. 

Under this method of legislating the 
people commit a gross blunder when they 
choose Senators with a view to their fo- 
rensic abilities, their experience in public 
affairs and knowledge of statesmanship.

_ FEDERAL FLECTION LAWS. 

The Tucker repeal bill which yesterday 
passed the House practically wipes out all 
laws providing for federal supervision of 
elections, and refers such duty to the 
States. 

This is a revindication of local self-gov- 
ernment and the Democratic principle, 
which were abandoned during the stormy 
war and reconstruction period. The fed- 
eral election laws enacted by Congress and 
ruthlessly executed and abused in all com- 
munities which manifested a disposition 
to independence of action, were not 
designed to protect the purity of the ballot 
or guarantee the constitutional right of 
any citizen to vote. In their practical 
operation they were fruitful of discord, 
sectionalism and race antipathies. They 
took away from the people of the locali- 
ties their most precious right, the right 
upon which American institutions are 
founded, without which Democracy in 
America would bea pitiful failure. 

It is not probable that such measures 
would ever have been thought of had not 
the sectional feeling and partisan hate 
produced by the anti-slavery agitation and 
the civil war beclouded the reason of men 
and rendered them blind to considerations 
of true patriotism. Very few, even among 
the most pronounced supporters of a 
‘*strong government, like the in- 
terference in local affairs of a 
power which, in a sense, is alien 
and unsympathetic. The localities 
like to be let alone.“ to work out their 
own salvation within the lines laid down 
in the Constitution and appoint their own 
representatives in the national councils 
free from the influence of political senti- 
ments of distant communities. 

The repeal of these laws will remove the 
last excuse for sectionalism and give a 
chance for good feeling and good will be- 
tween all the States. War hatred cannot 
long survive the removal of this last re- 
minder of the wrongs of war.

_ PRESIDENTIAL WIRES. 

In describing the advantages which lat- 
ter-day Presidents enjoy over their prede- 
cessors, a Washington correspondent men- 
tions the fact that private wires now run 
into the White House and enable the 
President to sit in his office and feel the 
public pulse by telegraph whenever he 
feels so inclined. 

But before the country gives way to re- 
joicing over this new proof of progress, 
perhaps it would be well to locate the 
other ends of the special wires. Some of 
them mayrun into the wrong place to 
catch the throb of the popular heart. 
Special wires are the ordinary conven- 
iences of plutocrats who control legisla- 
tion and markets, of railroad managers, 
of trust manipulatorsand stock and bond 
speculators. They seldom reach the peo- 
ple andthe people do not bother with 
them much. It ishardto geta message 
from the people by special wire, but the 
wires can be kept hot with messages from 
Wall street, the banks, the stock pits, the 
trust offices and the political headquar- 
ters. 

Mr. Harrison did not get the message to 
annex Hawaii, the message to approve the 
Sherman and MtKinley laws, the message 
to appoint Wanamaker from the people. 
Nor did Mr. Cleveland get a message to 
appoint Olney and keep him in the office 
of Attorney-General, nor a message to 
reward Van Alen with the Italian ambas- 
sadorship from the people. The special 
wires that brought these messages run in 
another direction and the instruments are 

nat located within the popular r reach 
It is well enough tor a president to listen 
to the.ticking of the special wires. It may 
enable him toget timely warning of a con- 
spiracy against the people. But he should 
keep one ear on the ground listening for 
the sounds from the country. He will learn 
more to his advantage in this old fashioned 
way than from a.cobweb of special witeg.

The Cruiser Vesuvius Will 
Paths of Navigation. 


New YORK, Oct. 11.—The dynamite Cruiser 
Vesuvius has started on hercrusade against 
the Gerelicts which, floating aimlessly about 
in the paths of navigation are a constant and 
deadly peril to those who godown to the sea 
in ships. There have not been so many danger- 
ous wrecks floating about on the coast in 
years asthere are justnow, and shipping 
merchants have been urging upon Secretary 
Herbert the necessity of action Inthe mat- 
ter. He sent out the old Kearsage Sept. 27 to 
begin the work, and it returned Sept. 30, 
after having destroyed one derelict, which it 
found off the Five Fathom Bank Lightsbip. 
The wreck was of a dig three-masted 
schooner, a dthe Kesrsage had to explode 
three sixty~pound gun-cotton torpedoes be- 
fore she could dislodge the masts. Secretary 
Herbert has. decided to send the Vesuvius, 
which is speedy enough to find more than one 
derelict a day, and which can drop torpedoes 
from her tube guns on the floating wrecks as 
well as hang torpedoes to the hulks and set 
them off by electricity. 
There is no craft of this sort which can 
stand more than one of the 500-pound torpe- 
does which the Vesuvius can use. 
Many of the wrecks whiehthe Vesuvius will 
destroy are right in the narrow New York- 
Queenstown a eng - lane. The whole 
twenty lie along in less than 900 miles of 
coast. Twelve are schooners, one is a tug 
and the others are brigs and barks. The tug 
is right in Gedney’s Channel, two barks are 
between thirteen and eighteen miles south- 
east ofthe Highlands of the Navesink and 
three are off Barnegat, in the line of every 
coastwise vessel. There are three schooners 
and a brig floating well to the eastward of 
Norfolk; there is an unknown vessel off Cape 
Cod; there is a schooner off Nanset Light, 
and one off Chatham Lights, Mass. A brig is 
lying around Block Island Light and there 
ave six others scattered along down to Cape 
Henry, Va. 
Several ofthis fleet of battered tramps of 
the ocean are coal or lumber vessels, which 
are especially dangerous, the lumber boat 
because she floats so long, and the coal boat 
because it is so heavy. A collision with one 
of these hulks may very easily sink the best 
ofships. They are most dangerous, tor the 
sharpest watch at night can detect them 
from only a short distance.

As conducted at pres- | 
ent it is not a sport, but a medium of making 
afew men rich at the expense of the public 
who pay atthe gate. I believe that racing 
should be conducted as it is in other coun- 
tries, andthat track-owners and the book- 
makers should not control the sport. Every- 
thing is sacrificed to please the bookmakers. 
The track-owners only look to the 
dividends on theif stock. The frst question 
asked by track-owners is, How many bDook- 
makers have drawn for stands? If the num- 
ber is large they are satisfied, and they do 
not care about the attendance or the quality 
of the sport furnished for the entertainment 


of visitors to the track.’’ 
Would you do away with bookmaking?’ 


one of his friends asked. 

No, but I would control it so that the men 
that made books on the races would. be ofa 
class that would scorn the picayune methods 
in vogue to-day. 1 would suggest an in- 
closure for bookmakers who are of good 
character and standing. I would have the 
bookmakers themselves decide who should 
cry the odds on the races.

TOTALLY INADEQUATE. 


Lane 


Marquette School mo 
Halt the Pupiis in Its Vicinity. 


The inadequacy of the accommodations 
provided for the school children of the city 
by the Board of Education is shown even in 
the Marquette School on McPherson avenue, 
between Vandeventer avenue and Sarah 
street. This is perhaps the ideal 


school structure of the city. Itisa three- 
story brick bDullding, standing alone, and get- 
ting the light on every side. In front of it on 
the south isan open space extending as far 
as Lindell boulevard, giving the prevailing 
southerly breezes full play. It is 
nicely fnished inside and forms a strik- 
ing contrast with the Penrose School, 
whose badly ventilated and unwholesome 
rooms were described in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH. Yet the building is entirely too 
small for the district for which it is intended 
to afford school facilities and as a conse- 
quence it Is overcrowded. 

Indeed if there was another schonl house 
as +47 as the Marquette in this dis- 
trict it is doubtful if the children living in 
the territory covered by it could then be ac- 
commodated, for the district boundaries 
are: Finney avenue on the north, Forest 
Park boulevard onthe south, Grand avenue 
on the east and city limttson the west. The 
enormous population of this wide-spreading 
area is yo * increasing, and demands ad- 
ditional school advantages. It is safe to say 
that at present more than one-halfof the 
people send their children to schools east of 
Grand avenue, which in many cases is incon. 
venient on account of the distance. 

This habit was started when the Bell ave- 
nue school wasthe only school in the dis- 
trict. It had only four rooms, and to increase 
the accommodations the School Board three 
years ago began the construction of the 
Marquette. The old school-house was 
sold for $9,000 and the money applied to the 
cost of putting up the new. The fundsat 
hand for this purpose amounted to $45,000 
and was enough to provide the handsome 
twelve-room structure called the Marquette. 
Includinga half room all the rooms inthe 
building have a total seating capacity of 614, 
that ig, they have 614 seats with 
desks in front of them. There 
are now attending the school 
790 children. The surplusage of 176 pupils is 
reduced to about 100 out oftbe total as there 
are usually about 75 absentees, whose seats 
may be occupied by those in attendance. 
Principal Walter Wiicox has solved the prob- 
lem of accommodating the extra 100 by hav- 
ing afternoon sessions in rooms 8 and 

in the fourth grade. In 
these rooms one set of children 
attends from 8:80 to 12:30, and another from 
12:30 to 4:30. Mr. Wilcox says this works no 
hardsuip and that the children in these two 
rooms reeeive as good tuition as any of the 
others. The sessions are only three-quarters 
of an hour shorter than in the other rooms. 

Notwithstanding this assurance theres 
dents will continue to send  childr 
east of Grand avenue because of the 
well known fact that the school is full and 
even overcrowded. If we had twenty-four 
rooms in this building they could all be filled 
from this district,’’ said Mr. Wilcox, ‘‘be- 
cause then the children would all come here 
instead of going away downbelow Grand Av- 
enue, This district is growing in population 
faster, perhaps, than almost any other part 
of the —y and soon double the 
room we now have would be insufficient. I 
wish you would say that it is not a ‘hobby 
ofthe principal’ that keeps the kindergar- 
ten in this building, as I endeavored to 
secure for that branch a room in Vandeven- 
ter Hall, but, could not because it is the 
policy of the rd to rent no outside rooms. 
A corres dent of the PostT-DISPATCE 
seems to think that the presence of the kin- 
dergarten here is due to some hobby of mine, 
whereas I have tried to have it elsewhere.’
